and particularly to Wood, where moſt of the early Scholars 
elected to Chriſt Church are to be found. But Wood is 
the biographer of one Univerſity only; and as yet there is 
no publication ſimilar at the other: but it is to be hoped 
that this work will, by holding forth its great men to 
view in a new light, animate that to publiſh Athenæ Canta- 
brigienſes *, and procure a continuation of the Oxonienſes. 

It was the Editor's wiſh to have made the mention of 
the ſtations which the various gentlemen have occupied, 
as copious as poſſible; but this alſo, from the difficulty of 
obtaining accurate accounts, was a taſk far beyond the 
poſſibility of his performing; though the ſtations of them 
would oftentimes have promoted a pleaſing enquiry to the 
gentlemen who have been educated at Weſtminſter, by tracing 
their old ſchool-fellows into their diſtant retirements, where 
the intrinſic honour of private conduct has often equalled 
the moſt ſubſtantial honours of profeſſional ſtations in our 
Cathedrals, or of the firſt offices in the State. 

By way of embelliſhment, two views are here inſerted, 
of the ancient and the preſent Dormitory. The firſt of them, 
erected upon ſtone arches, was originally built as a granary 
to the monaſtery of St. Peter; and is here copied from an 
original drawing. The hiſtory of the preſent building is as

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follows. A legacy of loool. was given in 1708, for that 
ſpecific purpole, by Sir Edward Hannes, Knight, phyſician to 
Queen Anne. This in 1718 was followed up by a memorial 
from the then Dean (Biſhop Atterbury) and Chapter of Weſt- 
minſter ; which obtained from King George I. 1000l.; from 
King George II. (then Prince of Wales) 5 ol.; from a par- 
liamentary grant 12001.; and 5001. was afterward added by 
William Morice, Eſq; (the Biſhop's ſon-in-law) for liberty 
from the Church to diſpoſe of his office of High-bailiff. 
A noble Earl preſented the model, and condeſcended to ſurvey 
the building; and on the 24th of April, 1722, being Weſt- 
minſter Election Tueſday, the firſt ſtone was laid, with the 
following inſcription engraved on it: “ Poſuit felicibus (faxit: 
« Deus) Auſpicus Ricarpus Com. de BURLINGTON. Archi- 
ce tectus 7 Kal. Mail, 1722.” 5
